GRANDMOTHER BROWN’S STORY. 


Most biog raphies revolve about the career of 
some famous person. It takes a “ big name 
to 
interest us, ordinarily ; we will rush to buy a lit 
story of Lincoln, 
Napoleon, 
Washing ton 
or 
Shakespeare and ig nore a book that deals wi 
lesser lig hts. 
Now and then, however, there is more g enu­ 
ine interest and more knowledg e of the world 
to be g ained from the biog raphies of an obscurity 
than from half a dozen of the ordinary biog ­ 
raphies of the famous. 
A recent book that illustrates the point is 
“ Grandmother Brown’s Hundred 
Years"’ 
by 
Harriet Connor Brown. 
This book is the simple unvarnished life 
story of a woman who lived to be 100 years old. 
She was not at all an extraordinary woman. She 
never had any fame, she never had any notable 
achievements— except the achievement of living 
long er than the ordinary mortal. Aside from her 
g reat ag e, she was no whit different from thou­ 
sands of elderly American women in small towns. 
Yet this book is one of the most g ripping , 
interesting , heart-moving books to be published 
in America in recent years. 
For it tells the story of an averag e human 
life, with its record of sorrow, joys, hopes, am ­ 
bitions, defeats and suffering s such as all of us 
share in; and, doing that, it reveals the mag ­ 
nifícense, the bravery, the beauty and the nobil­ 
ity of the averag e hum an soul. 
Grandmother Brown was a splendid old 
woman. 
Yet she was not out of the ordinary. 
Her story is inspiring ; and by the same token, 
so is the story of the ordinary person. 
It comes down to this. The story of a g reat 
man is uplifting , because, it shows the heig hts 
the unusual person can reach. 
The story of 
Grandmother Brown is inspiring — it shows .the 
heig hs the averag e person reaches. 


PRACTICAL TRADES NEEDED. 
The Philippine g overnment will • henceforth 
tell students who are sent to ,the United States 
what courses to study. 
An over supply of phy- 
sicians and lawyers on the Islands, has led to a 
shortag e of technically trained colleg e g radu­ 
ates. 
In view of the big demand for technolog ists 
and experts in the industrial arts they will be 
permitted to study only fish, meat and veg etable 
canning and other such industries. 
Heretofore g overnment students, or pension- 
ades, as they are known there, were free to choose 
their careers. 
In most instances they took up 
law, medicine, education and similar academic 
courses. 
Upon returning to the Philippines they 
found difficulty in obtaining work, since they 
found their profession crowded with young men 
and women who had been well trained in the 
Islands for such lines of work. 
Many of them 
returned to the United States, thus yielding the 
Philippine g overnment no return for the money 
spent for their education. 
The new policy is desig ned to make the pen­ 
sionada system more profitable, both to the 
student and to the g overnment.

the journey was renewed. Only 
twenty of those passports were 
coined in 18 38 , or ever, so we will 
certainly have one relic not pos­ 
sessed by many others, if John 
concludes to g ive us the collec­ 
tion. The .Fug itive Slave” law 
was passed to protect the slave 
holder but like the Volsetad law, 
found many willing to violate it 
—some for money, considera­ 
tions, but mostly hum an weak­ 
ness.

It seems at times as if we 


make very little progress toward 
peace, and as if the -war to end 
war," which this country entered 
with so much moral passion, has 
only left the nations in a worse 
condition of suspicion and con- 
flicting self-interests with 
the 


conditions that make for war 
only more strongly emphasized. 


When, moreover, one tHinks of 


the world today as .becoming 
cons'tantly through 
inter-com- 


munication a much narrower 
place, and of the welter of pre- 
judices, racial, natiopal and re- 


ligidiis, as well as'the rivalries 
and conflicting ambitions in. 
trade and politics, one is ap- 
palled at the; dangers that beset 
us. We are ^living in. times arid 
under conditions where a match 
may set the whole 
tinder-box 


aflame. cbhsid£nrig this, it is 
amazing that so many p'eoble are 
dtia7 willing to live in'a psychol- 
ogy of- wa\ and the 'possibility of 
war regardless of anything but 
&he narrow considerations | of 
tiheir own class, their own na- 
tipn and even their own material 
interests. 
That people should seek to do 


away with battleships and arma- 
ment is surely intelligible and 
worthy, that some should possi- 
bly oppose such action-on the 
ground that force is necessary as 
a defense against force is also 
intelligible, but that children of 
God professing any sense of de- 
cency or regard for their coun- 
cry should seek to continue the 
making of armament and battle- 
ships for their own gain would 
seem incredible. 
, 


When one turns, however, to 


contemplate the whole problem 
in optimism, one finds that there 
is a brighter side. After all, the 
Hebrew prophets were few, and 
proverbially few of those to 
whom they addressed their mes- 
sage gave heed. It was a notori- 
ous fact that the prophets were 
spurned and persecuted in much 
the same way that great pro- 
phets are falsely accused and 
aerided today. 


The number of those in the 


world who believe in 
peaceful 


ideals and attitudes and who, as 
far as possible, are living a life 
of peace, was probably never 
greater than it is at the present 
hour. There is profound hope in 
the fact that the peace move- 
ment is becoming international, 
as it must to be effective. There 
is likewise profound hope in the 
fact that international law and 
comity are increasingly on the 
side of peace. 


We are building up Leagues of 


Nations, World Courts, Outlaw- 
ry of War pacts as a. defense 
against war, and though it seems 
sometimes as if institutions and 
laws are in advance of public 
opinion, this fact is in itself a 
basis of education. The whole 
trend at present is to turn the 
thought of the world away from 
war.

adjusted between the parties in- 
terested" or words to that effect. 
The envelopes, with Confederate 
stamps attached (one contains a 
letter), are called "covers" by 
stamp 
collectors 
and 
these 


"covers" are worth about one 
dollar each in the market. The 
stamps detached from envelopes 
are not worth so much. 
; 


Note especially the engravings* 


on the Bank of Hamburg, S. C., 
notes. The pictures themselves 
are very interesting historically 
as they depict, true scenes of 
that period. You will find also 3 
1786 twenty shilling note and an 
Augusta, Ga., 25c shin plaster. 
The three confederate notes are 
of interest but not rare or val- 
uable like the other items. I 
wish you would shofr these "do- 
cuments" to the BushvUle li-; 
brarian and if they will have' 
places in the new library where 
such things will be preserved 
and exhibited I would consider 
giving them all to the library, 
always provided the library is in- 
terested in such things and de- 
sires them. Otherwise I will dis- 
pose of them otherwise and to 
destinations where such things 
are valued and appreciated. 
These documents have cost me 
a certain sum of money. If you 
care to make at "story" out of 
these things in your capacity as 


ited to our efficient librarian, 
Miss Steeth, the whole array and 
it is needless to say she very 
promptly and willingly agreed to 
accept them all, and see that 
they are placed in our museum 
annex in our new library and 
duly labeled, that'future genera- 
tions may know to whom they 
are indebted, for the priceless 
collection in case the owner sees 
proper to donate them.
